Louis Pashoff, 75, succumbs

Louis Nicholas Pashoff, 75, a 
widely-known benefactor to many 
individuals and area groups during 
his 45 years in the radio and televi- 
sion sales and service business here, 
died at 4:05 p.m, Friday, Dec. 21, 
1984, at ‘St. Anthony’s Medical 
Center in St. Louis County. 

He had been ill and in the hospital 
four days.

Exemptions offered 
to eligible citizens 


Chouteau Township Assessor 
Marion A. Sparks has announced 
that all senior ¢itizens who will be 65 
years old or older in 1985.and who 
live in the township are eligible to 
sign an application for a Certificate 
of Homestead Exemption if they 
own or are buying the home in which 
they reside. 

Sparks explained that 
homeowners who have been receiv- 
ing the homestead exemption must 
file forms each year with the 
assessor. The, exemption has -in- 
creased from $1,500 to $2,000. The 
forms should be turned in by Mar. 
30, 1985. 

To receive a partial exemption, 
the citizen must own or be buying a 
home, and must live there during the 
year of applying for the exemption. 
The exemption has increased from 
$3,000 to $3,500. Forms for that ex- 
emption also are available from the 
assessor’s office. 

Sparks notes that homeowners 
also may apply for a Homestead 
Improvement: Exemption when 
improvements have been made to 
the property. The amount of the 
improvement is spread out over.a 
four-year period.

U.S. and Europeap talks are conti- 


nuing on possible limits on steel pipe 
and tube products. 

IN ADDITION, the administration 
hopes to restrict semi-finished steel 
imports to 1,700,000 tons a year. 

‘The new pacts on finished steel are 
retroactive to Oct. 1. 

Research by Arthur Denzau, a 
Washington University economics 
professor, reported by the Center for 
the Study of Business, says steel im- 
port quotas may save some jobs in 
American mills but end other jobs in 
steel-using industries. 

But the quotas were defended by 
Lighthizer, who’ stressed, ‘‘Defen- 
ding ourselves against unfair trade 
isn’t protectionism.” 


Dec. 31 deadline for 
Circuit Breaker forms 


Persons who turned 65 during 1984 
have only a few days left to take ad- 
vantage of a new state law which 
could qualify them for Circuit 
Breaker benefits this year, ac- 
cording to J. Thomas Johnson, Il- 
linois director of revenue. 

The new law, signed in September 
by Governor James R. Thompson, 
provides prorated grants for ap- 
plicants during the years they reach 
65\ years of age. Previously, ap- 
plicants had to be 65 by Jan. 1 in 
order to receive a grant during that 
year. 

“This means that more people are 
now eligile for these grants,” 
Johnson said. “However,” he added, 
“applicants for the 1983 claim year 
must be postmarked by Dec. 31, 
1984." 

“The Senior Citizens and Disabled, 

Persons Property. Tax Relief Act, 
commonly called ‘‘Cireuit 
Breaker,” provides property tax 
relief grants of up to $700 and addi- 
tional grants of $80 to qualified 
citizens. 

‘To qualify for a grant an applicant 
must be an Illinois resident, be 65 
years old and have a household in- 
come. under, $12,000 or must be at 
least 16 years old and be totally 
disabled. 

Applications and instructions are 
available from Department of 
Revenue and Department on Aging 
offices, as well as from_the Lieute- 
nant Governor’s Senior Action 
Centers, senior citizens’ centers, 
county clerks and many legislators’ 
offices..Several area townships also 
have the forms. 

‘The new law provides that persons 
turning 65 during the year can 
receive a partial grant based on the 
number of months they were 65 dur- 
ing the calendar year. For instance, 
a person with a July birthday, who 
therefore was 65 for half the year, 
could qualify for one-half the usual 
grant. A person with a Decembe) 


tions were rejected before the new 
law was passed, need not reapply 
this year for a grant. Their original 
applications will automatically be 
reconsidered by the Revenue 
Department. 

First time applicants for Circuit 
Breaker grants are required to pro- 


a 


vide proof of their birth date, such as 
a copy of a birth certificate or a copy 
of a driver’s license or insurance 
policy. bod 

Applicants need not own their own 
homes to qualify for a grant. Per- 
sons who rent their residences or 
live in nursing homes or mobile 
homes also may qualify for one or 
both of the grants. 

Property tax grants (up to $700 
cash rebate for property taxes) are 
computed on the basis of the amount 
of taxes paid and the individual's 
household income. The additional 
grant, which is intended to provide 
tax relief for other taxes paid by Il- 
linois senior and disabled ditizens, is 
a flat payment of $80. 

So far this year, more than $78 
million in grants have been paid to 
310,000 applicants.

Agent Orange claim 
deadline is Jan. 2 


The deadline for yetefans who 
desire to join the Agent Orange 
Class Action Suit ends on Jan. 2, 
1985. Veterans who served in Viet- 


nam may complete and submit the“ 


Agent Orange Claim Form 
regardless of whether they have 
ever experienced ill effects from ex- 
posure. 

There ate two major reasons that 
Vietnam ‘Veterans are encouraged 
to file. According to Bob Fowler, 
director of VOICES (Veterans 
Outreach Investment Counseling 
and Educational Services, Inc.), 
“The effects on individuals (both 
present and future) are not com- 
pletely understood. Suspicions of 
possible genetic mutations and the 
Time Bomb Theory are cause for 
concern. (The Time Bomb Theory 
comes from. studies that. indicate 
Agent Orange toxins may lie dot- 
mant in the body, suspended by fatty 
tissues. Studies suggest it may be 
released during weight loss, usually 
brought on by a major illness, which 
can cause an individual to be sub- 
jected to both the illness and Agent 
Orange. Studies are incomplete with 
no concrete evidence on this theory.) 


Secondly, it is important to be ‘on 
record’ should an illness develop, 
which can later be linked to phenoxy, 
herbicide exposure, Fowler said. 

Veterans who suspect exposure to 
Agent Orange have two avenues 
they should pursue. The Agent 
Orange Claim Form (part of the 
class action suit) and filing a claim 
with the Veterans’ Administration: 
These are two totally separate ap- 
proaches to two separate agencies. 
One step is not required before the 
other and neither will satisfy the re- 
quirement of the other. Veterans are 
encouraged to do both. There is no 
established deadline for applying to 
the V.A. However, the Veterans Ad- 
minitration will not pay any benefit 
for any period that is prior to the 
date of the veteran’s initial claim. 

“Even though the news media has 
widely publicized the Agent Orange 
issue and current filing procedures, 
many veterans have not respond- 
ed,” Fowler said: Veterans may ob- 
tain the’ uecessary forms and ad- 
dresses by contacting VOICES, Inc., 
Post Office Box 285, 116 Hillsboro 
Ave., Edwardsville, Ill. 62025, or 
calling 1-629-6200, extension 4554. 


Metallic flakes continue to 
snow on cars, sidewalks 


Residents in East Granite City say 
they thought it was ‘snowing last 
week when the mysterious metallic 
flakes that have fallen from the sky 
on past occasions reappeared, 
covering cars, sidewalks and lawns. 

Joe Cathey of 2818 Lincoln Ave, 
and Lloyd Singleton of 2820 Lincoln 
Ave. complained that the flakes not 
only covered their belongings, but 
also got in their hair and on their 
clothes when they went outside to in- 
vestigate. Cathey notified Granite 
City Alderman Casmer Skubish. 

SKUBISH, WHO has kept a record 
of the fallouts, told the Press-Record 
that there are no new developments 
in the investigation into the source of 
the particles. Skubish contends that 
the flakes have fallen on parts of the 
city on June 2, July 25, July 26, Aug. 
1 and more recently on Dec. 17. 

‘The particles resemble real fine 
silt," Skubish said. ‘‘The Granite C! 
ty ‘Steel people call it kish. It’s 
definitely fu issions.”” 

People complaining to Skubish 
about the particles are told to call 
the Illinois Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency District Office in 
Collinsville, although Skubish 
charges that IEPA officials haven't 
been responsive to the complaints. 
““We even talked to (the IEPA office

ville," he noted. 


“PVE GOTTEN so many calls on 
that (the fugitive emissions), even in 
August.

He 
says he has received complaints 
from the 2300 block of Benton Street 
and from the 2800 block of Edwards 
Street.. ‘Some people contend that 
it’s getting in swimming pools on 
Madison Avenue. Anchorage had the 
fallout, and I collected samples in 
the event the air pollution control 
board has a hearing, which could be 
called by the EPA.” 


Meanwhile, Daniel Hines, director 
of public relations for Granite City, 
Steel, agreed that there were no new 
developments. in. identifying the 
source of the fugitive emissions. He 
said that the-IERA has never pin- 
pointed a source and, as far as he 
knows, Granite City Steel is not the 
source. 

Hines added that Granite City 
Steel officials continue to take 
samples when there are complaints 
about fallouts and conduct a careful 
monitoring of the plant daily. He 
said officials have not noticed any ir- 
regularities in the operations at the 
plant. 

ATTEMPTS TO reach Walter 
Franke, regional manager of Region 
III, Division of Air Pollution Control, 
were unsuccessful. But when an 
earlier incident of the emissions was 
reported, IEPA officials determined 
that the -particles are primarily 
graphite. 

An IEPA report stated that the 
primary component in all of the 
samples taken by officials was 
“Slack, opaque graphite, commonly 
described as kish when associated 
with iron and steel production.” 4 

The report also said the fallout 
samples contained ‘‘isotropic 
fragments of Slag and-or fluxing pro- 
ducts with crystalline inclusions.” It 
goes on to say that ‘‘the spherical . 
shape indicates a high temperature 
melting operation, such as those | 
associated with iron and steel pro- | 
duction.’” " 

ILLINOIS DEPARTMENT of

GRANITE CITY — When the 1984- 
85 basketball season began for 
Granite City High exactly one month 
ago, Warrior Coach Don Deterding 
knew his team had the potential for a 
winning season.

MADISON — To understand why

there is mandatory jail time for the offender. Thus, 
an Illinois driver in this situaion can hardly afford to 
take a chance and drive without a license. 

The question remains. how an individual with a 
revoked license can get his driving privileges 
reinstated. One thing to keep in mind is that once 
driving privileges are revoked based on a DU! con- 
viction, the restoration of these privileges is not 
automatic. An administrative hearing will be held 
by the Secretary of State to determine whether his 
driver's license should be reinstated. 


In a recent Illinois case, a man sought to have his 
driving privileges reinstated three years after he 
lost his license based on a DUI conviction. He in- 
troduced testimony at the hearing that he had not 
been intoxicated for more than two years. In addi- 
tion, he showed that he had successfully com- 
pleted an alcohol counseling program. The 
Secretary here denied the plaintiff's petition for 
reinstatement of driving privileges. This determina- 
tion was later reversed by the Illinois Supreme 
Court, and the Secretary was ordered to issue the 
it was __ plaintiff a driver's license.

HEEL SPUR : 


This is a very common condition which may affect one or both heels. It is 
often mistaken for a “stone bruise” or attributed to arthritis. Persons with arthritis 
may develop heel spurs although a heel spur itself is not an arthritic condition. A 
heel spur is an actual bone-like projection on the bottom surface of the heel. They 
have a wide variety of sizes and shapes. However, the size of the spur has nothing 
to do with the amount of discomfort it produces. A very small spur may be ex- 
cruciatingly painful whereas a large spur may cause no pain whatsoever. 

‘At times a heel spur can-become an aimost disabling condition. The patient 
usually complains uf pain on the first steps he takes in the morning. The pain 
disappears after a few steps only to retum after prolonged weightbearing and 
stress. It feels like a nail sticking into the foot or a bruise localized to a definite area 
in the heel. The painful area is usually the bottom or the inner portion of the heel. 

In treating heel spurs surgical intervention is rately necessary. In most cases 
the condition will respond very well to several officé treatments and medication. 
‘One popular misconception is that a spur can be dissolved with treatments, this is 
not possible. Once the heel is pain free an appliance is often fitted to the patient's 
shoes to prevent painful episodes in the future.
